A TALE WITH YO0UNG.

The National League President Explains
the Grneral State of Affuirs,

During President N. E. Young's visit to the
city yesterday he talked abont the National
Buseball League affairs and said:

“There is but n week loit of the first di-
vision of the champiouship season of the
League, and from present indicutions base-
bull is rapidly reguining the popularity it
enjoyed before the aisastrous Brotherhood
and Associntion fights. The reports from
the varions clubs indieate that the attend-
ance is increasing all the time, and every
club in ghe Leazue this vear will make some
money and be in a conditfon next season to
reap some of the profits to which they, and
not the players, are entitled.

“The reduction of the number of men to
13 per club will help us immensely in &
tinanecial sense. It will throw about 18 men
out of smployment, who will have 1o seek
places in minor leasnes. The saving in
salnries, supplemented by the saving in rail-
road fare mand hotel bills for the remainder
of the season, menns o saving to the Leagoe
of neariy §100,000. This wiil be nearly enough
to discharge our indebtedncss to the old
Associntion elubs and will make us prae-
tically free of debt when the season ol 1993
opens,

“Wiile there has bean a disposition in
some quarters to criticise us for this step,
I think when viewod from a business stand-
point we will Lardly be binmed. We con.
cluded sfter a long discussion that it was
ubout time the men who have been putting
their money into the game reaped some of
the beneflt. Year after year the balance has

agninst thewn, and no business organi-
zatton can stnnd that. Weanrs through with
the hurrah business, and having achieved a
of the glory of the game, we propose

now to geta shave of the money.

“Hercufter the League is going to be run on
uﬂml{m businesas principles, balaries bave
2ol to be reduced all along the line in order
for us to make anything. The present high
sularies are preposterous. Take the Boston
elub, tor Instance: It has a salary lstof
mm Does anyone suppose that®it re-
ceives 8 [air rate of interest on the amount
invested as matters nowstand?
